THE 3:37 TROT 


was the flrst race on yesterday's program, 
but the horses started second. Twine- 
binder was tho favorite in the pools. Mar- 
tyr had a great many backers, however. 
He had about half of the supporters that 
went to TwinebiHder. Both horses were 
put against the field, and together sold for 
ibout twice as much. There were seven 
horses on the program; only tonr started. 
The field consisted of Congo Boy and Stone- 
wall. They were great birds 
to buy. 


They were about as valuable as buzzards at 
Delmonico's in quail seasun. They S were 
shut out in the first heat. 
One of them, 


Stonewall, ought to have been shut out 
while scorine;. Congo Buy .would do well 
enough for Bearsdale. 


Martyr proved to be by all odds the best 


horse in the race, and after the first heat 
le was as good as gold dollars in the pool 
joxes. He trotted the three heats without 
a break, aud without a skip that would 
suggest he ever broke in his life. His was 
,uother case of an honest horse attending 
strictly to business and thereby getting 
away with the purse. 
Some people backed 


lira rather heavily before the first heat, 
and now they consider themselves the wise 
men of the meeting. There is no evidence 
;hat the estimate is wrong. 


First beat—Martyr.x had the pole with 


Twinebinder on the outside. It was hard 
to get Stonewall to score properly. 
Six 


times he came to the scratch on a run. The 
lorse was no good anyway. He was a quar- 
ffi behind at the finish of the heat. 
He 


couldn't run and beat a 3-minute horse. 
Around the first turu Twinebiuder started 
for the lead horse. But Martyr was in town 
seeing the sights; and lie didn't care to 
have any horse in front to obstruct the 
view. Wuen Twim-binder got pretty close 
Maityr just took another hitch in his over- 
alls and pulled away. 
He was fattest .in 


this heat, and to help matters along for him, 
Twinebinder would not behive. He got to 
clawing the air whenever he found himself 
in the neighborhood of the leader. This 
could not win. But the two first horses 
went fast enough to shutout the field. Mar- 
tyr could hnve done three or four seconds 
better.
